SOIL FERTILITY AIDS 


Four Elements Especially Impor­ 
tant in Farming. 


Most Marked Difference Between Rich 


and Poor Land Lies in Content of 


Nitrogen and Humus— Legumes 


Require Bacteria. 


Plan ts need food of different kinds, 
Tory much as do animals. That is, a 
plant ■will starve if deprived of any 
one of Several substances in the soil, 
just as a man w ill starve if he tries I 
to live on fat meat alone, or on starch | 
alone, or on sugar alone, or, for that 
m atter, on all three ot these articles 
o f food, because they lack the em­ 
inent 
that 
makes 
blood 
and 
lean 
meat and which 
is found 
in eggs. 
milk, beans, and the like. 
The

An invention which w ill interest the 
farmer is shown herewith, the subject 
of a recent patent granted by the 
United States patent office. 
It is the 
general custom to fill the barn by 
means of forks traveling overhead the 
length of the structure, but when the 
load is discharged the efforts of sev­ 
eral men are required to scatter the 
hay to the sides and aw ay from the 
center in order that the barn may be 
filled. 
The principal feature of the device 
consists of a tilting platform which 
is secured to the tim bers entering into 
the construction of the barn so that it

may be moved along to any desired 
point under the traveling fork. 
W hen 
the load is dropped from the latter 
the angle of the platform is changed 
to one which wil> direct the hay to any 
point where the level may be lower 
than that of the surroundings.

HANDLING FOWLS IN YARDS 


Methods

Given V ariety— Green Food Must 


Be Furnished in Some W ay. 


W here it is necessary to keep the i 
fowls confined to houses and yards : 
during the summer, and not much j 
chance to divide the yards, the best I 
way to handle them is to have the I 
yards of four-foot netting, the top cov- I 
ered over as well, and every few weeks 
move these yards to a new location ' 
where fowls have not been the present 
year. This is considerable trouble, but 
it must be done if chicks and fowls 
are kept on a small art a. 
lf it is not 
possible to let the fow ls have a r; nge, , 
then green food must be provided in 
some 
way 
A good plan is to go - 
them some cut grass or weeds af night 
just before they go to roost. 
A better plan is to rake up the cut­ 
tings following the lawn mower, for 
they can consume these short blades 
better than grass cut with a scythe 
All fowls iii contin* meat ought to he 
allowed to run for an hour or two 
each night, even though it is necessary 
for several people to keep them out of 
m ischief

Potato Pone— Recipe for Quick 
Cinnamon Buns. 


Butterm ilk Gems or Muffins.— Add a 
teaspoonful of soda dissolved in a tea­ 
spoonful of w ater to a pint of thick, 
sour buttermilk, stir in quickly suffi­ 
cient flour to make a batter that will 
drop from the spoon. Grease gem pans 
or muffin rings, fill them partly full 
with this mixture, and bake quickly 
in a hot oven, 
lf the batter is thin 
enough to pour it m ay bo baked on the 
griddle. 


Butterm ilk Biscuits.— Sift one quart 
of flour with a level teaspoonful of bi­ 
carbonate of soda and a half teaspoon­ 
ful of salt; rub into it a tablespoonful 
of shortening. 
Grease a shallow bak­ 
ing pan, and see that the oven is hot. 
Add to the flour mixture one pint of 
thick sour m ilk or butterm ilk; knead 
quickly, using sufficient flour to pre­ 
vent sticking. 


Sweet Potato Pone-— Pare and grate 
sufficient sweot potatoes to make one 
pint, add one cupful of sweet milk, a 
teaspoonful of ginger, two level table­ 
spoonfuls of butter, melted, and two 
tablespoonfuls of sugar; 
beat 
thor­ 
oughly. 
Rift two level teaspoonfuls of 
baking powder with one and a half 
cupfuls of flour; add this to the pone, 
beat a minute, turn into a buttered 
baking dish, and bake in a moderate 
oven three-quarters of an hour. 
Serve 
in the dish in which it is baked. 
This 
is a spdon bread and should be served 
as soon as taken from the oven. 
Bachelor’s Buttons.— To a pint of 
flour add two level teaspoonfuls of 
baking powder and a half teaspoonful 
salt; mix; rub in two tablespoonfuls 
shortening; 
add 
two 
tablespoonfuls 
sugar, and milk to just moisten. 
Hell 
into small pieces, brush with milk, 
dust with sugar and bake in a quick 
oven twenty-live minutes. 


Quick Cinnamon Bun.— Sift a quart 
of flour into four teaspoonfuls baking 
powder and a half teaspoonful salt;

gers. It will derive its lifting and pro­ 
pelling power from the rotation of 
wheels and revolving and oscillating 
propellers. 
Sharpe is fifty-two years old and a 
mechanical engineer, and has 
pat­ 
ented an automobile starter, an auto 
primer and a captive aeroplane. 
k e is constructing his new combi­ 
nation 
machine 
at 
Sixteenth 
and 
.Broadway. He says it will travel on 
the ground with the smoothness and 
swiftness of a racing automobile or 
shoot into the air with the perfect 
equilibrium and ease of a swallow, and I 
be poised there; navigate the ocean 
with the speed of a motor boat, or can 
be used as a submarine. It is designed 
to attain a speed of from 30 to 300 
miles an hour, carrying 2,000 pounds j 
for each 1,000 pounds weight of the 
car. 
There are four wheels on the 
car, and in each wheel there are four 
propellers. The entire vehicle is built 
’ pressed steel and aluminum. 
‘‘The device is designed on well- 
recognized principles,” says Sharpe. 
Nothing new is attempted in the 
jeering device, transmission system, 
inferential, lighting system, gear shift 
motor. 
I have designed propeller 
blades, rotating within the circumfer­ 
ence of a wheel, which by an ingen­ 
ious system of opposing or presenting 
the broad surface of the propeller 
blades during their downward stroke, 
and presenting the edge of the pro­ 
peller blades during their upward 
stroke, exert a lifting power of the | 
combined surface of the blades in an 
upward and forward motion. 
“I have planned to spend $10,000 on 
my first machine, although the cost of

army shall not exceed at any one time 
IOO,(mo men. 
It will be seen from this that the ad ­ 
dition of 10,000 privates to the ranks 
will still keep it under the limit of 
the law, and that congressional action 
is needed virtually only to furnish 
support for the addition in men which 
the secretary of war has recommended 
shall be added to the service. 
Secretary Garrison has asked also 
th at 1,000 additional officers shall be 
commissioned. 
It is in this recommen­ 
dation of the. secretary th a t the chief 
interest here centers. 
If the commis­ 
sioned force is increased by the num ­ 
ber given it means that the higher 
ra n k in the United States army in 
the near future will be held by officers 
considerably younger than those now 
in command.

Pour the buttermilk into an enameled 
saucepan and put on the range to 
boil; upon boiling add the following 
mixture: Break an egg into a bowl and 
beat until light and foamy, add the 
sugar, then the flour, stirring until 
smooth, and pour into the boiling but­ 
termilk, stirring rapidly to prevent 
scorching. 
Boil up once, remove from 
the fire and serve hot or iced as pre­ 
ferred.
